Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  to  the  District  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  both  in  puality  and  quantity  although 
the  lowering  of  the  water  levelvS  in  the  bore  holes  has  still 
continued  at  the  usual  rate. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  supplementing  the  supply  by  taking 
water  from  the  Northwldn Rural  District  Council  wns  approved  during 
the  year  and  work  ccmmenced  in  September, 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  main  will  be  brought  into  use  early 
\in  the  year  1945. 

The  Council’s  supply  f]^om  the  Mow  Cop  pumping  Station  has 
been  analysed  per icdieally,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Softening  has  been  abandoned  for  some  time  so  as  to  save  water 
which  would  normally  be  used  for  washing  the  softener  units. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  in  the  district  is 
3186,  giving  a total  population  served  of  10,673  persons.  No 
houses  are  supplied  from  stand  pipes  connected  to  the  Council's 
main. 

The  Parish  of  Moreton  is  supplied  privately  from  a spring 
source,  located  in  Quarry  Wood  in  the  Mow  Cop  hills. 


Sewera  ?e. 

The  various  outfall  works  have  been  satisfactorily  maintained 
in  a year. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Council  should  proceed  at  an  early 
date,  with  the  construction  of  sewers  in  the  Mow  ^op  area,,  fo]’ 
which  part  of  the  District,  a scheme  was  submitted  and  approvco. 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939.  The  schem-e  wf^s  however 
abandoned  due  bo  the  intervetjtin.a  o.f  the  War.
